On April 7, 2004, theGeneral Fund cash balance closed at
anintramonth low of a negative $6.35 million. The fud’
cashbalance closed at a positive $1.96 million on April 8,
2004. The negative balance was due to &d#nce in the
timing of revenues and expenditures.

On April 1, 2004, théviedical Assistance Tust Fund cash
balanceclosed at a negative $3.25 million. The Medical
AssistanceTrust Fund closed at an intramonittw of a
negative$38.01 million on April 28, 2004The funds cash
balanceclosed at a negative $37.57 million on April 30, 2004.
The negative balance was due to deatiénce in the timing of
revenuesind expenditures.

On April 1, 2004, theHistoric Preservation Partnership
Fund cash balance closed a negative 4B.0 thousand. The
Historic Preservation Partnership Fund closed at an
intramonthlow of a negative$170.0 thousand on April 15,
2004. The fund cash balance closed at a negative $130.0
thousandn April 30, 2004. The negative balance was due to
the startup of the fund and a fi#ifence inthe timing of
revenuegand expenditures.

Balanceclosed at a negative $422.0 thousand. The negative
balancecontinued through April 30, 2004, when the fund’
cashbalance closed at a negative $422.0 thousahke
negativebalance was due to a fdifence in the timing of
revenuesand expenditures.
